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NOW FOR A BUDGET 
Early in January 
President 
Roosevelt submitted 
budget recommendation# for the fiscal year which 
begins next July I. Hin recommendation» immediate­ 
ly were made relatively unimportant by the supreme 
court'« adverse decision in the AAA case and tin 
oertalnty that the bonus would be paid despite Mr 
Roosevelt’s veto. 
Blnce then the government’s financial prospect for 
the next fisc a! year has been clouded by other eom- 
p'lcations. 
Uncertainty over ability of the United 
States to control expenditures has cheapened the 
value of the American dollar abroad. Talk of infla­ 
tion at h me has roused the public to a keener in­ 
terest in fiscal problems. 
It is apparent that President Roosevelt wants to 
change the prevailing mood of uncertainty into one 
of certainty. 
He has taken certain steps within the 
last few days to give 
an 
appearance 
of Incisive 
budgetary a'tlon. 
What he will do In either the 
near or distant 
future still Is problematic, but 
he plainly is indicating new Interest in the difficult 
business of putting the country's financial house In 
order. 
To a great extent the Presidents financial leader­ 
ship will be directed by the composite will of con­ 
gress. The will of congraa», In turn, will reflect what 
congressmen believe to 
be 
the 
will of their con­ 
stituents. 
In shaft, it te unlikely that anything will 
be done wht<h might seem to run contrary to pop­ 
ular opinion. 
Thus, in « real sense, the painful process of ad­ 
justing federal spending to the federal Income will 
be earried forward only as hipidly as popular opinion 
demands that it be prosecuted. 
Some .skeptics be­ 
lieve Americans are incapable of saving themselves 
from financial chaow, because they have lost their 
backbone. 
That degrading conviction, fatal if a 
majority oi congressmen accept 
it, 
must be chal­ 
lenged vigorously. 
Tire 
Roosevelt 
administration 
and Its majority in’congress must be convinced that 
public opinion will support them In every proposal 
and action to maintain conf denee in national abil­ 
ity to avert financial disaster. 
A new budget based 
on reality is an essential beginning.
